'Zodiac' killer 
may have murdered 
Lompoc teenagers 


A “high degree” of probability 
that the murder of two Lompoc 
teen-agers in 1963 may have been 
committed by the bizarre “Zodiac” 
killer was revealed yesterday by the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County Sheriff’s 
Department. 
Sheriff John Carpenter stated that 
there is now ‘considerable evidence’ 
that Linda Edwards, 17, and Robert 
Domingos, 18, were slain by the 
Zodiac who claims responsibility for 
more than 17 murders. 
Sheriff’s Detective William Baker 
said 
that 
the 
Edwards 
and 
Domingos case is one of many 
unsolved county cases now being re­ 
evaluated. Baker, heading the re- 
evaluation, said he had been in 
contact with San Francisco, Vallejo, 
Riverside police departments and 
sheriff’s offices in Napa and Solano 
in an endeavor to determine links 
with Zodiac. 
He added that it had now been 
established that Zodiac “could have 
been in this area” at the time of the 
slayings. He refused to elaborate. 
Hundreds of leads have been 
followed to blind ends since the 
slaying of the two Lompoc* High 


School seniors on the day before 
their 
graduation. 
They 
were 
mysteriously shot to death on a 
lonely stretch of beach three miles 
south of Gaviota and their bodies 
dragged into a beach shack which 
was set afire. 
Most 
of 
Zodiac's 
claim ed 
activities have been centered in 
Northern California, but in the past 
he 
has 
boasted 
of 
killings 
in 
Southern California also. He writes 
notes to newspapers and police 
departments, signed with his Zodiac 
symbol, a cross in a circle, claiming 
credit for apparently motiveless 
killings. Sometimes he identifies the 
incident directly, and sometimes 
gives cryptic hints. 
He 
has 
boasted 
that 
he 
is 
reponsible for more than 17 deaths, 
and police have definitely linked 
him with at least five. In one note he 
boasted that police “ are finding only 
the easy ones” and “there are a hell 
of a lot more,” particularly in 
Southern California. 
Carpenter said there is “other 
evidence which I am not at liberty to 
disclose at this tim e” to link Zodiac 
to the slayings.

The three women and two of the men were taken into 
custody at a two bedroom house in this central California 
tarming center when police found the body of Lauren 
Willett. 19. in the basement 
The headless body of her husband. Jam es T Willett. 26. a 
recently discharged Marine from Los Angeles, was found 
last week in a shallow grave about 100 miles away, outside 
the resort town of Guerneville. He was killed a month ago 
Authorities were led to the woman's body by an escaped 
convict who used Wilfbtt's name and papers to get free on 


bail after he and a partner were arrested lor a Stockton 
liquor store holdup two weeks ago. 


Five ol the suspects were arraigned Monday on charges 
of murdering Mrs. Willett during the weekend at the house 
where she had been living with them. 


San Joaquin County District Attorney Joseph Baker said 
Mrs. Willett, who had traveled with her husband s accused 
killers for a month “ apparently of her own free will, 
was 
shot in the head with a .38 builet last weekend to prevent 
her from talking to authorities about Willett’s death 
When the three female suspects appeared in court, the 
scars of crosses cut into their foreheads as a tribute to 
mass m urderer Charles Manson were barely visible. The 
"A.B ” tattoos of a white racist “ inmate hoodlum'' group 


known as the Aryan Brotherhood were covered by the 
coveralls worn by the two men. 


Lvnette “ Squeaky' From m e. 24. Nancy Pitman. 24. and 
Priscilla Cooper. 21. were neatly attired in blouses and 
slacks as they appeared before Municipal Court Judge La­ 
wrence Drivon after being led into court in handcuffs and 
chains 


Miss From m e and Miss Pitm an spent months in a vigil 
outside a Los Angeles courthouse during the trial of Manson 
and three women cult followers for the “ thrill 
slayings of 
actress Sharon Tate and six others. The From m e girl 
testified at length during the trial about her life with 
Manson while Miss Pitman was accused of trying to 


smuggle him LSD in his jail cell. Miss Cooper's only known 
connection with the “ Manson family” was the scar on her 
forehead. 
Michael Monfort. 24. stocky, unshaven escaped convict 
with a moustache, and Jam es T. Craig. 33, a bearded 
parolee who had been sought for return to prison, wore blue 
jail coveralls during their court appearance.

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Rats invading Iowa town 


DAVENPORT, Iowa (UPI) — Rising waters from 
the Mississippi River and the closing of the old city 
dump created a touchy situation for Davenport 
officials—an invasion of 1.000 to 1.500 rats. 
However, Public Works Director Rex Mathews says 
there s no reason for concern as the migration of rats 
poses “ no problem, no health danger " at present, as 
long as residents don't panic. 
Mathews said Monday so far no one has come close 
to being attacked by a rat and poisoned food has been 
placed in sewers and catch basins to eliminate the 
vagabonds. 
He said Davenport residents are being asked to keep 
their pets confined to the household and to caution 
children about the poison, which has been placed in 
fish heads and grains. 
The rat problem cam e to attention during the 
weekend when 150 rats were killed by autos as they 
crossed U.S. 61. Police patroled the area around the 
city's baseball stadium to discourage sightseers from 
killing the rats with clubs, sticks and baseball bats be­ 


cause such action would cause the rats to attack. 
Mathews said a “ bunch of high school kids from 
three counties” heard about the situation Sunday 
night “ and went to the dump and started swinging on 
the rats' 
but they. too. were discouraged from 
contact with the animals. 
A “ combination of things” created the migration. 
Mathews said 
First, the city is in the process of 
closing down the old dump and moving into a new 
sanitary landfill area As dumping is phased out. food 
becomes scarce, so the rats are moving to find food 
In addition, water from the rising river has flooded 
the rats home ground, contributing to the movement. 
Also. Mathews said, city officials used a batch of 
poisoned food Nov. 3 at the old city dump to try and 
cut down on the rat population 
.“ Rats are pretty sm art." he said, “ and when they 
see a lot of their own are dead, they move on. 
“ It's no big thing, really.” Mathews said “ Things 
are a lot worse when the river floods.”

Some Navy rebels discharged 


SAN DIEGO (UPI * - The arrest of two 
men on marijuana charges has revealed 
that some of the 123 black sailors who 
refused to return to duty on the aircraft 
carrier USS Constellation have been given 
immediate discharges from the Navy. 
The men. part of the 123 crew members 
who staged an unprecendented walkout on 
the USS Constellation, were picked up by 
the Shore Patrol for wearing a combination 
of Navy uniform and civilian clothes. 
They were turned over to civilian police 
when it was learned they had been dis­ 
charged 12 hours previously. 
It was not known whether the discharges 
were at their option or the Navy 's. 
Captain's mast disciplinary proceedings 
were to continue today against the black 


sailors who staged the walkout.

Air raids deep into N. Viet 


SAIGON (UPI) -U.S. B52s raided 
a supply depot 125 miles south of 
Hanoi late Monday and today in the 
deepest raids into North Vietnam by 
the big bombers in nearly seven 
months. 


South Vietnamese troops moved 
back into a Communist-held Central 
Highlands outpost near Kontum 
today after withdrawing Monday. 
Field reports said the soldiers found 
the bodies of 53 Communist troops 
killed by the supporting U.S. B52 
bombers.

The latest raids by the B52s’ were

April 25, when they bombed Thanh

Smaller U.S. fighter-bombers flew 
220 sorties (a sortie is one mission 
by one plane) in the 24 hours ending 
at 5 p.m. on Monday, the U.S.

Committee 
assigned a member. Rep. Floyd Hicks, D- 
Wash., to supervise the inquiry, starting at 
a date not yet set. Asked about it, Warner 
said, “ I welcome it.” 
He said he had talked with Hebert about 
the investigation and said “ he wishes to 
assure himself and his colleagues that 
discipline is still there.” 
The Navy secretary was interviewed on 
the NBC-TV Today Show. 
Warner also said a special Navy inquiry 
group would visit major bases —and 
presumably ships —on both the East Coast 
and the West Coast “ to make sure our 
minority programs are working properly.”

realized, and were aware of all along, was assimilation. 
“ . . . to absorb into a cultural tradition," is a 
dictionary definition of the word assimilation. The 
Portuguese of Lompoc, and doubtless the rest of the 
500,000 Portuguese-Americans in California, are being 
slowly and irrevocably assimilated into the American 
culture. 


Assimilation, good or bad, is a natural hazard of the 
American dream. 
The immigrant Portuguese living in Lompoc give one 
reason for leaving the Azore Islands in the 19()0's — 
poverty To them, as it has been for most immigrant of 
any background, America meant opportunity. 
joe Cabral, 505 S. I Street came from Santa Maria 
Island to San Luis Obispo in 1907 at the age of 13 with his 
father His father came "to make a dollar to send back 
to the old country." 
Manuel Domingos, of Domingos Blacksmith and 
Welding, 204 W Walnut Ave , has lived in California 
since 1921 when he left Madera Island 
“Why? Why does anyone come over here . . . I thought 
there was something greener . . .. he answered. 
He explained further that on the crowded Azore 
Islands where fannies are all poor and large “there was 
not enough for everyone.” 
According to Joe Silva, 213 N. 7th St., and his brother 
Albert, 1217 Cypress A ve, Azore Portuguese (few 
Portuguese in California are from Portugal) came to 
Lompoc when the Santa Rosa Rancho was subdivided 


into lots and sold around 1909 The Portuguese also 
settled in the Jalama and Hollister estate areas. 
At the time when 2,000 to 3,000 people populated 
Lompoc, Portuguese were farmers of “beans, mustard, 
and stuff like that.” Those were the days when the 
Lompoc1 Portuguese, speaking fluent Portuguese and 
broken English, lived in a world of their own, so to say. 
They did not consider themselves Americans and they 
were away from their homeland The circumstances 
created a strong comradeship 


One night last week in the home of Manuel and Mary 
Silva, 207 College Ave., fond recollections were made of 
the old days in Lompoc* as when on Saturday nights the 
Portuguese families visited another’s farm house and 
danced the chamarita < a Portuguese square dance i. 
‘‘They moved the furniture and rolled up the rug, if 
they had one, and started dancing," remembered Mrs, 
Silva s son Frank, 429 S. O Place. 
‘‘And we all used to go to the beach and fish and cook 
the fish on the beach,” Mrs. Estelle Fraters, 516 N. B 
Street, said. 


She also told about how three or four families got 
together and killed and butchered pigs and made lingucia 
and morcellas (blood sausagei, Mary (Silva) Cabral, 
1020 W. Lime Ave., said all of the Lompoc Portuguese 
made their own wine. 
In short, their lives were bountiful compared to the 
poor lives they or their parents had known in the Azores. 
Joe Cabral, for example, remembers he used to eat corn 
bread, fish and “green” soup on the islands. 
“If a guy had more money he could kill a chicken or 
something,” he said. 
In America, he could eat sweet bread and linguica 
weekly In the Azores, linguica and sweet bread were 
"special foods” made only at Christmas, 
The Lompoc Portuguese, like all Portuguese, express 
their identification also through the Catholic church. 
Father Andrew McGrath of the La Purisima Catholic 
Church, 324 South I St., is very aware of this. He has 
served at the Lompoc church for 18 years 
“ I have a very strong affection for St, Isabel because 
of the Portuguese," he pointed out. 


Father McGrath conducts the high mass of the "Festa 
do Divino Espirito Santo" (also called the Holy Ghost 
celebration or Portuguese Festa). The festa is held 
throughout California during the summer months, and it 
includes a mass, parade, feed, auction, and a dance 
The celebration, still held in Portugal and the Azores, 
is a reenactment of the time Queen Isabel fed and served 
the poor in 1296 


The first festa in Lompoc was held in Mission Canyon 
in 1922 at the farm of Manuel M Mendez, the father of 
Mrs. Fraters. Every year since then it has been held in 
Miguelito Park 
But last summer was the first time they did not serve 
the traditional sopa, according to Frank Silva, a member 
of the Lompoc Portuguese Pentacostal Association 
which hosts the festa Also, for the tirst time, they 
charged a fee for the food 


Joe Silva, Frank’s uncle, explained that “people don t 
want to give or put in time like they use to . . . 
It goes deeper than that, however What has happened 
over the years is that each generation of Portuguese- 
Americans born away from the Azores has become less 
Portuguese and more American. It began even with the 
first generation of American born Portuguese — born 55 
to 30 years ago in California 
Victor Sousa. 1001 E 
Lemon Ave., of the first 
generation, 
is 
a 
LPPA 
member and 
he speaks 
Portuguese and English 
Half of his 10 brothers and 
sisters can not speak Portuguese and only two of them 
are LPPA members. 
Four of Manuel Domingos’ six sons and daughters, all 
first generation bom, speak Portuguese well. His 
youngest son living in L A can’t speak it at all. 
The Lompoc Portuguese give the same reason tor this 
loss of their language; 
“They went to school and started talking to each other 
in English and forgot (Portuguese),” Mrs 
Leonilda 
Sousa, Victor’s mother, said of her children. 
Two Lompoc Portuguese women said that many 
Portuguese children and some adults were “ashamed 
to speak Portuguese around Amer icans in those days 


Coupled with this loss of language, many first 
generation Portuguese married American partners, 
resulting in a partial loss of Portuguese tradition and 
attitudes in their homes. 
None of Victor Sousa’s brother and sister married 
Portuguese, 
including 
himself. 
None 
of 
Manuel 
Domingos children married Portuguese. 
The home environment has had significant affects on 
the second generation of Portuguese-Amencans who in 
most cases are half Portuguese Very few today speak 
Portuguese, although they may understand some words 
as do Frank Silva's children. 
Why haven’t they learned'' 
“I never use it (Portuguese) at home; my wifedoesn t 
speak Portuguese," explained Victor Sousa 
The real loss, however, is the loss of interest by the 
second and third generations in being Portuguese and in 
Portuguese traditions like the festa 
“When we were kids." stated Victor Sousa “ we use to 
look forward to a Portuguese celebration Now they are 
not interested They have football, baseball, and T V " 
Manuel Domingos feels that the festa will fade out one 
day, like the Portuguese as farmers in Lompoc has been 
fading out since the 1930's (Note that the addresses of 
the Portuguese interviewed for this story are all in city .) 
“ I think after I’m gone and the others it »the festai 
will be a thing of the past, he said. 
The LPPA is mostly made up of first generation born 
Portuguese and a few living immigrant Portuguese 
Wallace Grossi, who is Swiss, has been elected and now 
re-elected president of LPPA 
a sign of the times But 
few second generation Portuguese support it

NEW YORK—(N EA)—The forces of hairlessness are

TV sportscaster Don Meredith wondered 
if Khayat would begin making his players shave at 
halftime. 
Hair is one of the great issues of the times. It has split 
generations, political parties, teams. Many think it ri­ 
diculous, that it shouldn't be important at all, that it’s 
just splitting, if you will, hairs. 
“ Winning or losing,” said Rossovich last season, “ has 
nothing to do with hair.”

Last week we saw a once-verv familiar face. Ruby 
Lovern, with a 42 pound sea bass, and she did not even give 
us a small taste of it! One time Ruby was the leader of the 
lady anglers, and usually managed to “ Skunk” husband 
Bill. She put a “ hex” on ourself with regard to bass fishing 
in Oso Flaco Lake, and have never really recovered from it. 
On account of heavy swells, surf fishing has not been 
productive at our favorite spot, Guadalupe Beach. However 
we did manage to get a couple of large barred perch before 
conditions got too rough. 
Things do not look good for even the bottom fisherman 
over the weekend, account of heavy swells setting in. This 
was the case last weekend, wth a line-up for fishing on the 
A B.C. Johnny Wilson said it was too rough to go out, and 
when this character says it is too rough, then stay home! 
Further south in the Santa Barbara - Ventura - Hueneme 
area bonito still hold center stage. The run which started to 
die down came to life again, and fishing was hot and 
furious. Yet in spite of warmer water, few if any barracuda 
have been caught. Most of the landings have gone to rock 
fishing, which is reported as excellent. A few halibut also 
showing up around the Channel Islands, but large rock fish 
have been filling the sacks. 


FRESH W ATER FISHING 
In spite of glowing reports from Lake Cachuma, a couple 
of anglers we sent to fish there called to say they spent two 
days, rented a boat, and fished at recommended places and 
never had a bite! Also saw four small trout caught. This 
sort of publicity is harmful, as the two anglers we sent 
down said “ never again” , went to Margarita and did 
moderately well on bass and crappie. 
We have often been taken to task by irate landings for not 
giving glowing accounts of what gives, and still stand by 
our long-time policy trying to tell the truth. 
Lake Naciemiento’s manager Pat Murphy, reports good 
to fair fishing with full limits to most experienced anglers. 
Croppie are the overall attraction, taken with the popular 
crappie, white and yellow lures, with Bee Rock still the 
best area for the “ slabsides.” 
White bass are also frequenting the Bee Rock area and 
are responding to deep running lures. Black bass fair to 
good with most fish in the 2 pound class. 
Catfishing good in the Dip Creek area running about 5 
pounds. Weather has been cool with temperatures in the 
mid fifties, nights dropping to the forties. Some fog, 
clearing up by mid morning. 
Those contemplating a trip to the Colorado, will be glad 
to hear that Willow Beach National Fish Hatchery has 
announced the November trout stocking schedule for the 
river north of Needles. November 8 from Davis Dam ato 
County Park, 8,000 trout, November 21 Katherine and 54 
miles south of Hoover Dam 8,000 trout. Locations from 46 to 
30 miles south of Hoover dam 3,000 trout. 
Nearer home Cachuma and Casitas Lakes get a planting 
from the DFG. 
An 18 year old, somewhat trigger-happy, has found out 
that killing protected animals can be very expensive. He 
was fined $350 and placed on probation for 6 months. As a 
condition of his probation he was ordered to work on a 
conservation project one day a week. The site of this 
project is the DFG Snow Mountain Egg Collecting Station 
at Van Arsdale Dam on the Eel River. 
There is a four year moratorium on mountain lions, so 
ther is no open season on them. This case, one of the first of 
its kind since the moratorium, was heard in juvenile court, 
as the offender was 17 years old at the time. 
The general trout season closed on November 12, but as 
most of the state is open year-round for trout, the only 
effect, except for a few streams is that the limit will be 5 
trout in all waters controlled by the DFG. 
Cachuma has always had a year-round limit of five fish, 
which really helps to spin the season out. There are only so 
many trout available, and all means should be used to 
spread them as thin as possible

Professor John Kenneth Galbraith 
remarked the day after the election 
that Richard Nixon's victory was 
actually hollow — because, he said, 
four years from now the Republican 
Party 
will 
probably 
be 
taking 
positions not very different from 
George McGovern s, so what does it 
matter, really, that the vision of 
George McGovern should be another 
four years or so in the realization? 
Mr. Galbraith has a 
point 
of 
course. 
There 
is 
social 
m ovem ent 
in 
America which is 
c e n trip e ta l 
in 
character. 
More 
and more we ask 
the government to 
look after us. 
The great McGovern Interruption of 
1972 may indeed be thought of in due 
course 
as 
nothing 
more 
than 
chronological presumption rather 
like Norman Thomas coming out for 
Social Security ten years before 
Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt 
introduced it. 
Gailbraith and the braintrusters 
can see it now. It is the Democratic 
Convention of 1992. A distinguished 
old man is introduced and the crowd 
goes wild. It’s George McGovern. 
The man who ran in 1972 and was so 
greatly humiliated But oh how his 
doctrines have triumphed! 
How 
they laughed at him then! How they 
honor him now! 
That is what the boys — call them 
the Massachusetts boys, in homage 
to 
M assachusetts’ 
touching 
id en tificatio n with 
George 
McGovern 
— 
are 
consoling 
themselves with. Incidentally, they 
may be right about 1992 It is of 
course 
quite 
another 
matter 
whether, in 1992, the land will still 
be bright. 
What are the Nixon people telling 
themselves? For one thing that they 
are plenty smart political hombres. 
That would appear to be true, 
though it is easy to exaggerate it. 
Voltaire, approached by an eager 
young man with the question how

religion, answered him: Go get 
yourself crucified, then rise again 
on the third day. No doubt future 
textbooks on how to score landslide 
victories 
will 
begin 
with 
the 
injunction: Get George McGovern 
nominated by the opposite party. 
Nobody knows how it would have 
gone otherwise. If the Democrats 
had named Muskie, say. Or if the 
neurotic busboy from Wisconsin had 
decided to make love, rather than 
assassination. Richard Nixon, his 
skills aside, was very lucky. 
What will he be thinking now? 
We have to go someplace from 
here, and it is not all that obvious 
just where. Congress, really, is in 
shambles. There is confusion there, 
and 
bitterness. 
Some 
of 
the 
landscape is suddenly gone. After 
six years of frenzied talk about 
women’s liberation, the only woman 
in the Senate is defeated. The rising 
adm inistrative 
star 
of 
the 
Republican 
movement, 
Gordon 
Allott of Colorado, is beaten. Why? 
In the case of Mrs. Smith, they say 
she was getting a little weather­ 
beaten, 
and 
the 
voters 
were 
fractious. In the case of Allott, they 
are saying that pigheadedness in the 
White House was responsible: Nixon 
didn’t both to stop by and say hello, 
and a hello was all that Allott 
needed. Caleb Boggs of Delaware is 
down, and Jack Miller of Iowa. 


The House of Representatives 
shows a little Republican gain, not 
much. 
A 
handful 
of 
liberal 
Republicans were re-elected, and a 
handful of anti-liberal Republicans. 
Here and there the voters seemed to 
be saying that they were voting for 
Nixon because there was no other 
way of expressing their distrust of 
George McGovern, but they were 
voting for Democrats other than 
McGovern to express their general 
resentment of the hole they had 
been put into. 
How will such voters act in the 
future? And how will the Congress 
act towards a President who is 
disliked for ideological and personal 
reasons by many Democrats and 
mistrusted by many Republicans — 
who believe he turned the election 
into a prolonged and expensive 
venture 
in 
narcissism, 
without 
regard to the political party on 
whose cooperation he now depends? 
There isn’t, really, a feeling of 
satisfaction in the air. Mr. Nixon 
will fill the void quickly — or he will 
suffer the fate of Harold Macmillan, 
who 
in 
1959 
won 
the 
most 
triumphant re-election in modern 
English political history and 18 
months later, everything lay in ruins 
about him, a great story which 
SuperMac, as he was briefly called, 
is now engaged in recounting, in six 
volumes.

Each place of business nowadays

Magnin, Bullock’s, Robinson’s, Lou 
Rose, Michel Levy, Hunt’s^Moore’s, 
Western Auto, etc., etc. I always get 


military and is supporting his family 
by working on a fulltime job in 
addition to trying to keep his 
ecology center going. 
Newspapers and a wide variety of 
materials are stacked six or eight 
feet high from one side of the lot to 
the other side and from the front 
gate on First Street, to the rear gate 
on an easterly alley. 
It’s obvious to this reporter that 
Gagnon is in trouble, but he says 
he’ll make it if given enough time. 
Gagnon happens to be a friend of 
Don Hinderliter, former chairman 
of the city’s recycling committee 
and creator of “ Super Mash,” the 
hydraulic machine that compresses 
aluminum beer cans into blocks of

This 
branching out from the traditional 
products of an oil company makes 
me wonder if the conservationist 
movement or the unsettled state of 
affairs in the Middle East is making 
the department store business look 
like a better bet.

Reapportionment job 


State lawmakers wanted to pass the 
buck again. They wanted to delay action on 
reapportionment of the State Legislature, 
their responsibility, until the 1973 session 
rather than be forced to tackle the issue 
now. 
However, their buck passing has been 
denied. The State Supreme Court has told 
them to get on with the job this session or 
presumably 
the 
Court 
will 
do 
the 
reapportionment job itself. 
With Democrats gaining solid control of 
the State Assembly, they wanted to make 
certain they cut up the districts in such a 
fashion it will be difficult for a Republican 
to win. This has always been the case. The 
majority party always takes an advantage. 
Lawmakers are mandated by the State 
Constitution to redistrict State Senate and 
Assembly districts following each federal 
census. Results of the 1970 census were

known last year but lawmakers fiddled 
around trying to draw maps to meet their 
own wants so long that finally Governor 
Reagan said “ It’s no good, so go back and 
try again." 
Little was done this year except make 
statements and put more pins in maps. 
Finally, sensing that Governor Reagan 
would again veto the reapportionment 
legislature, it was agreed that they would 
recess in late summer for campaigning, 
and return now to complete the job. 
What they are facing if they refuse to do 
the job themselves is a random cutting of 
districts by the State Supreme Court, and 
where 
would 
that 
leave 
all 
the 
incumbents? 


Frankly, we do not hold out much hope 
that the job will be done in the Legislature. 
It appears that they cannot cut out new 
districts without cutting up each other.

metal for easier handling. 
Hinderliter championed Gagnon 
as he did all ecology efforts despite 
his scepticism for the ability of 
private recycling enterprises to 
succeed on their own. 
At the time the city’s committee 
was getting under way, Hinderliter 
told me the movement would have 
to have public monies eventually if 
it was going to succeed to the extent 
that everyone wanted. His concern 
was no spur of the moment drop in 
spirits. After all, private recycling 
efforts had failed in San Francisco 
and 
Los 
Angeles 
and here 
in 
Lompoc, 
Hinderliter 
saw 
the 
popularity of the movement ebb and 
flow. 
There 
were 
times 
when 
volunteers 
were 
thick 
as 
flies 
around the recycling center on 
North H Street, and times when 
Hinderliter, his wife, Judy and their 
sons and one or two others were all 
alone in the face of a mountain of 
cans, 
newspapers 
and 
other 
materials that had to be processed. 
So much for the private effort. 
The part that Hinderliter is most 
concerned about is that of the 
fullscale community movement and 
what possibility it has without 
public funding. 
The movement is at the mercy of 
an uncertain market for recycled 
newsprint and an equally uncertain 
market for aluminum. But whatever 
the particular facts at a given 
momer,t, the fact remains that it’s 
tough sledding and there is not much 
relief in sight. 
The amount, quantity and variety 
of items cast into the city-county 
solid 
waste 
disposal 
dump 
southwest 
of 
Lompoc 
is 
well 
documented: it’s obvious that vast 
industrial value is being disposed of 
long before its useabile life is over. 
A high percentage of our society is 
doing without some of the simpler 
commodities of life while those 
same commodities are being thrown 
away. 
All this goes beyond the idea of 
recycling cans and newspapers, but 
that’s the point I make here. The 
recycling movement has become a 
kind of fad in favor one moment and 
ignored the next. 
It has to be picked up and made an 
important part of municipal service. 
This is nothing new, at least a few 
cities across the nation are doing 
just this: recycling everything of 
value 
All this would seem to hold little 
hope for Gagnon, but there’s no 
reason why the public and private 
sectors of recycling can’t exist side 
by side and even supplement each 
other.
